But as 
kind hearts and open hands are among us, 
we presume therefore the bodily suffer- 
ng will not be great; though if your- 
selves, or any friends you may be pleas. 
ed to ask io our behalf may be desirous, 
under the circumstances, to aid us, we 
will feel thankful and grateful, aod 
doabtless our Heavenly Father's smiie 
will attend the offering. Respectfully 
yours, J. R.

To their fellow citizens, near and re 
mote, both in town and country, the un- 
Jersigned, a committee in behalf of thr 
people of Fall River, Massachusetts, make 
this their brief appeal for help, amid th: 
sppalling calamity, which under the w'se 
and righteous Providence of Gud has 
overtaken us. Our population, from 8000 
‘0 9000 souls, and chiefly devoied to man- 
ufactures and mechanic pursuits, is in 
deep distress—a portion of il in pressing 
waot. 

Ai 4 o’clock P. M., last Sabbath, the 
2d inst., a fire broke out in a central part 
of this village, (the wind was blowing » 
gale,) which, in its ravages, was of the 
most desolating character. 

The burned district comprizes some fif 
teen or twenty acres of the centre of bus 
siness operations. Neerly 200 buildings, 
not including manv small ones, are con. 
sumed; among which are three newly 
built houses of public worship aod all our 
uffices. Our post office and custom house 
are gone, and we have not a printing of- 
fice, nor hoicl, nor bank building, nor 
hook store, nor market, nor bakery left. 
Nearly all our grocery and provision 
stores, including one wholesale establish~ 
ment, with most of their contents; snd 
illour dry goods, druggist, tailor, rnilli- 
ner, tin ware and paint shops, with one 
factory, running 3000 spindles, are 
s0ve, Nearly 200 families are turned 
houseless, and meny of them pennyless. 
into the strret. Besides, this appalling 
‘ire raged w.th such fury, and spread with 
-uch velocity, that many of the sufferers 
gladly escaped with their lives, without a 
p.low for their heads, or a change of rai. 
ment for ther bocks. The amount ot 
property consumed it is impossible to es- 
lumate, even by anything like a probable 
approximation. 

‘The assessors of the town, in the dis. 
charge of their official duties, within the 
ast two months, have rated the property 
of the place at three end a half millions 
of duliara—and the heart of the village 
isio ashes. We cannot, we need not en- 
urge. We tell you in a few words, the 
simple, sad story of our calamity—and 
with the scene of d-solation before us, 
and the cries of distress around us, we 
isk yoursid. In behalf of our suffer. 
ing neighbors—and in the name of hu- 
manity and of our Fleavenly Father, we 
appeal to your kindness and your love. 
aot to reprir our losses aod rebuild our 
village, but to relieve our present distress. 
ind enable us ‘o give bread to the hungry, 
clothing tothe naked, and shelter to the 
houseless, until with due effori on the 
part of all among us, a merciful and right- 
cous Gad, who has jutly afflicted us, shal! 
‘ommand the hum of business, the smile 
of contentment, and the song of joy to 
return to our now desolate burders. Send 
us whet you can—-food, clothing, money; 
send it addressed to either of us and it 
shall be carefully distributed to the needy.
